Sufferance the Badge. 


GAZA,” who week by week writes so cleverly and so charm- 
ingly in the Je: world, in yesterday's issue adumbrated a 
question of no small importance. She tells of a Jewish mother 
who waxed indignant when her child was jeered at as a Jew ata 
non-Jewish school, and promptly and energetically laid ber com- 


plaint before the Headmaster, “GAZA” argues that the lady was 
wrong, that we Jews should recognise our world position, and 
should patiently bear the slings and arrows of the outrageous 
fortune it brings with it. more or less, to allofus. She thinks that 
our children should be schooled into realising ~ that there are some 
things in life that are worth suffering a little unpopularity for, 
without squealing or whining, and that Judaism assuredly is one.” 
In short, that sufferance is our badge, and we ought to bear the 
cousequences uncomplainingly. The mother of the insulted child, 
says “GAZA,” was guilty of that most unpardonable of all blunders, 
misdirected zeal, in thinking that in registering her protest against 
the annoyance to which her child was subjected, she was 
striving for the cause of Judaism. Bat is this not to take a view 
that is perilously near the doctrine of turning the left cheek to the 
smiter? Cau it bea good thing to allow,and by allowing encourage, 
some rude and uncouth imp to vex his feliow-puplis? Does that 
sort of attitude make for the production of good citizens and worthy 
social units? Hyper-sensitiveness has its dangers and is often 
enough ridiculous. But more often than not those who are sub- 
jected to indications of anti-Judaism and smile and pass on, are 
woefully deficient in Jewish consciousness, or indeed are not 
anxious, by resenting it, to reveal their association with Judaism. 
“Squealing and whining” when catled upon to endure suffering, 


utterly undeserved, inay its futilities. But_so may cringing 


before insult—with au additional element of snobbery. The Irish- 
man trailing his coat for someone to tread on may present a comic 
picture, just as does the Jew who sees anti-Semitism in every un- 
toward gesture of the non-Jew. But the Seotsman who proudly 
bears the motto, Nemo me impune lacessit, is respected, and what is 
of more consequence, is not subjected to contumely. And the same 
applies to the Jew who d-clares that he will so far as he is able and 
when occasion demands, insist upon his human rights and upon the 
respect due to him as touching his Judaism. There is no ca:l for 
heroic martyrdom, as there is none for fussy sensitiveness, in being 
Jewish, and “Gaza,” it seems to us, rightly anxious to discourage 
the latter tendency in som2 of our people, could well do so 
without urging the former, which is often not heroism but cow- 
ardice. Prejudice, such as the young urchin of whom she tells 
indulged in, is a noxious weed of rapid and cumulative growth, 
It was the duty of the lady to resist its manifestation upon her 
child. And it is to be hoped that the Headmaster in her story 
assisted her by taking measures likely to outroot the evil thing 


from the soil in which it thus early had taken lodgment,

Wealth-Worship. 


By Mentor. 


HERE are few things to which men and women are more 
prone than to the worship of wealth. It is a natural 
proclivity seeing what wealth will purchase for its 
possessor. The moralist may insist that it cannot buy 

happiness. Buteveryone knows that it can and often does save 
those who have it, from anxiety and misery. Riches are vain, 
cries the preacher, Poverty is a nuisance, responds the one to 
whom riches are denied. If the proverb be true that assigns to 
wcalth the motherhood of discontent, surely some relationship to 
uncasiness Of mind must be reserved for the absence of material 
means. Throughout the Bible riches are set down as not alone 
au aspiration but a blessing. Part of the affliction visited 
upon Job was the loss of his wealth. The glory of King Solomon 
was in the priceless treasures with which he surrounded himself 
rather than’ in the precious aphorisms which go by his name, of 
which he was the author or which he inspired. I doubt whether 
the eraze for wealth is greater to-day than it has been at any time 
during the ages that have passed. Even the Bolshevists in Russia 
have come to recognise the futility of hanging men who managed 
to satisfy their ambition to become rich... Wealth-worship is, then, 
o matter of degree. It is a natural instinct or passion which 
becomes unnatural only when allowed to run reinless and wild. 


When we speak deprecatingly of wealth-worship, we mean the 
craze for it which makes of wealth a god than whom no more 
tvrannical deity has ever been imagined by human beings. Tie 
worship of wealth is innate in men and women—some pay more 
homage to it and some less. It is the master-spur to human 
endeavour. Without it our energies would become anwmic and 
flaccid, and the world must sink into a low status of barbarism. It 
is the idolising of wealth, and the setting it before everything iu 
Heaven above or in the Earth beneath, which is wealth-worship gone 
awry. -It is a degenerating passion from which men and women 
should guard themselves as from the plague. It is a contagious 
disease, and there is a good deal of it about. 


Is its incidence more prominently indicated in Jews than in 
the general population? It is commonly supposed so and there is 
some colour given to the conclusion by the fact that we are the 
poorest people on earth. But there are other reasons why we 
have secured the reputation. Some four thousand years ago, we are 
ou record as having worshipped a golden calf. Few, however, stop 
to consider whether in those days gold was a precious metal, or if 
50, how a wandering band of nomads in the wilderness could have 
obtained a sufficient supply for making an idol. But apart from 
this it would be remarkable if we Jews were not given over 
unduly to wealth-worship. For the Jew is always excessive in all 
things, and there is nothing strange in the fact that he worships 
wealth rather more than the average. Still there has always been a 
protest among Jews against this excess. The Head of that 
Sanhedrin, who incidentally, almost accidentally, referred to his 
wealth, was dethroned im: farour of a poor Rabbi. And Hebrew 
literature teems with warnings and adjurations against the worship 
of wealth im the sense of idolatrous passion. Perhaps that very 
fact is no small proof of tlre prevalence of the disease among Jews. 
But itis no less proof that it is uufair to fasten it upon us asa 
Jewish characteristic. 


Curistians ride off with the reputation of being above the 
worship of wealth. That is as great a fallacy as to debit Jews with 
a passion for if above all men. The founder of Christianity is 
thought to have despised wealth when he said that it was easier for 
a rich man to enter Heaven than for acamel to pass through the eye 
of aneedle. I lave always thought that doctrine inconsistent with 
other incidents recorded of him, such, for instance, as his reproof 
of those who complained cf the extravagance involved in the 
alabaster box and the ointment it contained. In the same 
way, Judas Iscariot is always thought to have been the most 
Jewish of the apostles because he sold his master to the enemies 
who sought his destruction. As if the price he obtained 
for his treachery does not show that he was not afflicted with 
(ue money-craze or the greed for obtaining wealth! I have been 
‘old that the statement made by Jesus of Nazareth concerning the 
ontering into Heaven by a rich man was really one of his choicest 
»arables. It is said that there was a gate in ancient Jerusalem 
‘alled the Needle’s Eye, which was so near to the ground that 
‘hen the camels laden with produce came into the city through 
‘iat gate if was necessary first to unload them, and that even 
en the animals had to bend down before they could enter. If 
‘cis be true then it is easy to see the warning that was conveyed 
1 the words of Jesus—the wealthy man before he can arrive into 
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Heaven must be denuded of his riches and humble himself. Buf 


the teaching is not in the least in deprecation of the worsbip of 
Wealth, 


That is, however, a lesson which not textually, but in effect, 
it would be well for our Rabbis and Preachers, and all who 
are concerned with the well-being of Jews to teach in these 
days. For there is no question that in excess of other people 
we Jews are inclined—very much so—to worship unduly not 
merely wealth but those who possess it, for no better reason 
than that they do. It is the gauge of worth that is set up by 
all things and by which our fellow-Jews are 
is & foolish measure in any case, because there 
is about as much relativity—if the expression is allowable— 
between what a man is worth financially and his worthiness as a 
man, as there is between Regent's Park and the time of day. Yet 
it is not so long ago that—I hope the practice has gone into 
desuetude—-when anyone was nominated for office in one of our 
foremost institutions, the members of the Committee took up a 
reference to the man's Bank to see the worth of his credit before 
agreeing to support his eandidature. Revelations that have been from 
time to time made during the last few years of the way in which 
men have accumulated wealth show that while the worship of wealth 
may within bounds be tolerable and even desirable, the worship 
of those who possess wealth is a highly hazardous adventure in 
idolatry. Jews are not alone in this form of worship either, but I 
think they carry it on excessively. There are rumours so per- 
sistent that they cannot altogether be false that one of the most 
idealistic Movements as certainly the greatest Movement among 
Jews throughout our post-national history, has been sacrificed on an 
altar raised to the worship of the possessors of wealth The 
millionaire is a much pleasanter colleague than a Minyan man, of 
course. Yet the worthiness of the latter and his usefulness in an 
essentially ideal adventure will probably outswell the worth from 
the money point of view of the former. It is not alone in that 
Movement that such degradation has occurred. In other directions 
and other- efforts, a like rottenness has been visible. In the 
aggregate, these instances are a serious menace to the future of 
Judaism, and against the tendency all who care for that future 
should strive.

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and Wealth-greed which is gluttonness, and detrimental to 
moral health, sball be clearly realised. Again it is necessary 
to see how Wealth-worship and Wealth-greed are venial sins when 
compared with the worship of those who through either worship 
or greed become rich and, as it is termed, prosperous. That is a 
fatal sin: and whereas Wealth-greed is the sin of the comparative 
few—or at least the comparative few only can indulge in it— 
worship of the rich can be indulged in by all, And unhappily 
in our Community it is a very epee failing.

NEED FOR MORE SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


‘oo fortieth annual meeting of the Jewish Schools’ Boot Fund, was 
held on Wednesday, at 16, Dawson Place, W.2 (by kind permission of 
Mrs. F. D. Benjamin). 

Mrs. 8. H. EMANUEL, who is now the President of the Fund (Mrs. J. H. 
Hertz having resigned in consequence of indisposition) presided. Their 
incom> last year, she said, was £252 19s. 6d., and they gave ou‘ 
778 vouchers, at a cost of £311 16s.9d, Thanks, however, to a small sum 
left over from the proceeds of a tournament held last year they 
were cble to pay the difference. Mrs. Emanuel appealed for {urther 


subscriptions. 
Regret was expressed at the resignation of Mrs. Hertz, and Mrs. 


Yrank Benjamin and Mrs. Baird were elected Vice-Presidents ; Mrs. C. H. 
Nathan, Treasurer; and Mrs. Lyons, Hon, Secretary. 


The following is an abstract from the annual report: 


In presenting the fortieth annual report of the Jewish Schools Boot Fand 
the Comm ittec much pleasure in reporting that a larger number of boot: 
and shoes have been distributed this year than last. The Fund caters in the 
first place for the very poor who really cannot afford boots for their children. 
A great effort is made, with the help of the Care Committee workers, to 
encourage all paronts who can do so to make some small payment to- 
wards the cost of their children’s boots, and this year so successful have 
been their efforts that the sum collected is £15, whereas last year it was £3 3s. 
The Committee thanks friends and subscribers for assistance in the past and 
sincerely hopes that renewed interest will be taken in this Society, which is 
the only one of its kind in the metropolis. For the first time the Committee 
has been able to realise the long-cherished hope that vouchers should be 
available throughout the whole year. This has been greatly appreciated both 
by Care Committee workers ami parents. The former have very frequentiy 
come across necessitous cases during periods when the vouchers were not 
available, 


The Agudat Israel. 


A public meeting was held at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, under the 
auspices of the London Agudat Israel, at which the recent World Congress 
ofthe Agudah was discussed. Mr. H. A. Goodman, who presided overa 
gathering of five hundred people, said that the Xenesia had proved the 
strength ofthe Agudat. The Rabbinical Council had been organised on a 
proper basis, and was now the supreme ecclesiastical authority of Jewry. 
The Workers, Youth and Women’s Conferences, as well as the Keren 
Hatorah and Frets Israel gatherings, had shown how Agudaism had now 
penctrated into every sphere of Jewish activity. He called upon Ang'o- 
Jewish Orthodoxy to associate itself adequately in the great cause of 
Agudaism. The Rev. J. Lieberman recited the El Mole Rachamim. 
Rabbi H. Ferber reported on the proceedings at the Kenesia and at the 
World Rabbinical Council. The Keren Hatorah, he said, had in 
six years raised and distributed som: £70,00), collected in some 
twenty-two countries. The Beth Jacob now possessed 145 
schools at Which some 2),090 Jewish girls were being educated. 
Rabbi Dr. Kirzaer spoke on the work of the Keren Hatorah which, he 
said, had convened pedagogic conferences at Amsterdam, Zurich, Kovno 
and at Vienna. It was now an indispensable instrument for the propaga- 
tion of the study and the practice of the Torah. Rabbi J. Lew referred 
to the Agudah and Frelz Israe'. He said he was sure that the Jewish 
world would uoderstand and appreciate the decision of the Kenesia in 
regard to the Jewish Agency. The tims must come when those who 
stood at the head of the Agency aud who had only the interests of the 
Jewish people at heart, would give the Agudah and world-orthodoxy 
the possibility of co-operating in the work of rebuilding the Holy Land. 


At the conclusion of the meeting a large number of those present joined 
the Agudah.

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Obituary. 


Mr. Isaac Cansino (Manchester), 


‘The death occurred last Friday of Mr. Isaac Cansino, the lay head of 
the Sephardi Community of Manchester and a distinguished local com- 
monal worker. Born in 1878, he settled in Manchester some thirty years 
ago, and soon took an active interest in the affairs of the Sephardi Com. 
munity, of which his grandfather, the late Isaac D. Belisha, was the 
founder. In 1901, he was elected to the Mahamz-d of the Synagogue, 
and in 1906 he became a member of the Executive, first as Treasurer. 
then as President. He occupied, at various times, every position of 
importance in that Congregation, often acting as honorary Reader during 
the lVestivals, and remained on the Mahamad to the end of his life. 
He was associated from the days of his youth with the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade and the Grove House Lads’ Clab. He attended 
ail the Brigade camps, acting a: honorary Chaplain, and became 
a Major and Paymaster. At the Summer Camp this year, he was the 
recipient of a presentation. He was chairman of the Finance Committee 
of the Delamere Fresh Air Home, Treasurer, at one time, of the Home 
for \ced Jews, and a member of the Board of Management of the Jewish 
Hospital. He was Treasurer and past President of the Manchester Con. 
joint Board of Biders, whose representative he was on the London Board 
of Eiders, was on the Executive of the Manchester branch of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association which he represented in London, and was a member 
of the Deputies of British Jews, representing the Sephardic Synagogue in 
Cheetham. The deceasedwas a Manchester Director of the Guardian 
Fastern Insurance Company. His Zionist sympathies were manifested 
by his founding the Sephardi Palestine Association, of which he was the 
President, by his positions as Chairmanof the Mizrachi Centre of the U nited 
Kingdom and President of the Manchester Palestine Emergency Fund, and 
he was a generous Contributor to Zionist fands. To the day of his death he 
held the Presidency of the Manchester Shechita Board, a position he had 
occupied with distinction for several years, and quite recently was elected 
a \ice-President of the Joint Jewish Education Board for Manchester and 
Salford. He laid the foundation stones of more than one religious institu. 
tion, notably that of the Shaare Zedek and Central Synagogues and of the 


Sephardi Suecah. Oa the occasion of his only son Emanuel’s Barmitzvah, © 


besides giving generous donations to all the local charities, he provided a 
special entertainment for the Jewish Study Circles. 
THE FUNERAL. 

The funeral was on Sunday, when representatives of all Synagogues 
ani charitable as well as educational Institutions in Manchester and 
district attended. Nearly one hundred carriages followed the hearse, 
and the cortége passed on its way to the cemetery a number of Institu- 
tions with which the deceased was connected. At the Talmud Torah 
Schools, several hundreds of the boys lined up in front of the building as 
the carriages passed by. ‘ 

The chief mourners were, besides the deceased's son, his brothers, 
members of the Hamwee family, Mr. and Mrs. H. Franklin, Mr. Albert 
|. Belisha (uncle) and Major Hore-Belisha, M.P. (cousin). A bugler of 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade sounded “ The Last Post” at the graveside. 

The Spanish and Portuguese Jews’ Congregation in London was 
represented at the funeral by Messrs. M. A. N. Lindo, J. 8. Elmaleh and 
Paul Goodman. Mr. Paul Goodman likewise represented the English 
4ionist Federation. 


SOME TRIBUTES. 

From Rabbil. J. Yorrey: Isaac Cansino commanded the universal 
respect of all members of the Community aud rendered inestimable 
service to all the Communal Institutions in which he interested himself. 
(ader bis guidance, the Shechita Board, from being an Institution con- 
cerned merely with questions of Siechita, began to tackle many other 
problems confronting the Manchester Jewish Community. Himself a 
Sephardi, it was his lifelong ambition so to cement the bond of friendship 
between the Sephardi and Ashkenasi Communities so that they should 
always work hand in hand for one common object, the maintenance of 
the national and religious life of our Community. He insisted repeatedly, 
both in private and public life, that there was no distinction whatsoever 
between the two Communities when any question of their common 
welfare arose. A man of wide culture, he was exceedingly proud of our 
history and traditions and a staunch’ believer in the revival of our 
National Home. He will always be remembered for his recent very 
successful efforts in organising the various Synagogues and Friendly 
Societies in order to raise money for the Palestine Emergency Relief 
Fuand.

His many-sided activities brought him into closs and prominent relation- 
ship with all sections of the Manchester Community. Whether in or out 
of office, his Manchester fellow-Sephardim looked to him as their leading 
spirit, and the Sephardi Congregation ia London regaried him in that 
light. He was the only co-opted Eider of the London Congregation, and 
there was no cause or occasion within the Congregation which did notattract 
bis interest or for which bis co-operation was not invited. If in London

To them, as to his immediate friends, 
his death is irreparable. In strict adherence to tradition, the 
Sephardim in England do not allow in their Synagogues any variation of 
titles except under authority, and a high regard for true dignity eschews 
extravagant titles to the living and the dead. But it was in the fitness

tion of amal! personal legacies, Mr. Wiener bas given the whole residue 
of his personal estate and effocts to the Spanish and Portuguese Jews’

THE NEW MOON. 


The reason that the first day of this New Year did not coincide with 
the Moled (when the moon is in conjunction, i.c., when earth, moon and 
SsuD are, in this order, io line) was, as Rabbi Hodes points out, on account 
of oar Calendar, which had been fixed by Hillel II., a Rabbi who lived 
in the 4th Century of the Common Era. Had not such a fixture been 
made and Jics+ Hashana allowed to occur in its true time every year, it 
would have set up the problem (as in this year, for the first day of Nos’ 
Hashana would have been on a Friday instead of a Saturday) of having 
Yom Kippur fallona Sanday. In the arrangement of the Calendar it had 
to be considered that Yom Kips;ur should never happen on a Sunday nor 
a Friday (‘nor does it, for that matter, occur on a Tuesday, the reason 
being that Suoday cannot be a first day Nosk Hashana). Neither should 
Hashana Rabbe fallona Sabbath. To effect that it was found necessary 
that, periodically, an additional day should be added to Kislev or to both 
Cheshoan and XAis’ev, in order to maintain a regular year of 354 days or a 
complete year of 555 days. The years that were to be without the addi- 
tional day or two were to be called deficient, and were to consist of 353 
days, made up into seven months of 29 days, plus five months each of 5) 
days. (Leap years have an additional month of 30 days, formiog 
respectively 355, 534 or 335 days).—_Mr. WooLr BELy, 32, Wicker Street, 
Commercial Koad.

It is not merely among partisans 
end politicians that the fame of Disraeli has steadily increased. Disrac i 
the man and Disraeli the author also exercise a wide fascination. 
Acc rdingly a very comsiderable number of books about him have been 


iscsi d inp recent. years, some of a biographical, some of a critical 
character ; some dealing with his political, some with his literary legacy ; 
som. cndeavouring to penetrate the riddle of his complex personality, 
ot) crs elaborating from his speeches and writings a body of doctrine and 
as; irit in treating public affairs, wholesome for these timesas for his. All 
th « many-sided literature has necessarily to a large extent been based 
cn the Monypenny-Buckle “ Life,” whieh has indeed been criticised for 
its bulk, but of which the comprehensiveness and authority have never 
been questioned. This new edition of that “ Life,” bringing the book 
within the reach of readers of moderate means, will deservedly meet 
with a general welcome. For all its proclaimed devotion to practical 
common sense, there is a deep vein of romance and idealism in the 
}osliish people, which Disraeli perceived and which he was wont to call 
cutiusiasm., It recognised, more perbaps after death than during life, the 
,indred nature of Disraeli’s spirit, saw that there was a divine spark in bim 
_ which was commonly wanting in British political leaders, and rescued him 
from the oblivion which has overtaken most of these in the popular mind. 
To Mr. Buckle, as to his predecessor, the late Mr. Monypenny, looking 
back over the Victorian Age from the disinterested standpoint of to-day, 
Disraeli appears a grand and magnificent figure, standing solitary, tower- 
ing above bis contemporaries; the man of fervid imagination and vision 
wide and deep, amid a generation of narrow practical minds; his life at 
once a romance and a tragedy, but a splendid tragedy; himself the 
createst of English Statesmen since the days of Chatham and of Pitt.

The centenary celebration of Cape Town University, which was held 
last week, was observed with unusual interest by the Jewish students 
of that city. The University contains a very large number of Jewish 
students of both sexes, in fact there are more Jewish stadents at Cape 
Town University than at any other University inthe Empire. Many of 
them, mostly medical students, come to England after finishing their 
course, to take their degree at the Hospitals and, icuriously enough, Guy's 
is the popular hospital with the South African Jewish student. 


There are quite a number of South African Jewish students in 
London—in fact there are so many thatthey have been able to form asociety 
oftheir own. Sir Robert and Lady Waley Cohen have often cntertained 
them at Caen Wool Towers, where the tennis courts were a special 
attraction tothem. The Cape Town University, which is the successor 
of the South African College and was given a charter io 1917, owes much 
of its success to the bemwefactions of Mr. Max Michaelis and Sir Alfred 
and Mr. Otto Beit. 


Lord Moynihan, President of the Royal College of Surgeons, recently 
announced that he had received from Lord Melchett a gift of £500 a year 
for a period of seven years, fora Research Echolarship in the College of 
Surgeons. THr Times, in devoting a leading article to the matter, stated 
that special importance attaches to the gift, as it indicateda new 
departure in the policy of the Royal College of Surgeons in opening up 
fields of investigation closely related to surgical practice.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


No. 519.—Two Heavenly Heroes. 
My Dear COUSIN, 

Some philosopher or other bas said that if lions or tigers could give 
expression to their idea of God they would make Him a lion or a tiger. 
Man is no different. When all is said, the conception of God for the great 
muititade is that He is some sort ofa man. Nor does it remain at that. 
Men bave not only dreamed of a heaven: but they have furnished it with 
inbabitants, institutions and departments—higher and lower, warmer and 
colder. The invention of heaven is a great act of faith, for of knowledge 
about heaven there is none. But to paint heaven as a sort of world on 
high borders on the ridiculous. Yet that ridiculous has been achieved, 
Read the apocalyptic writings of the centuries just before and just after 
the beginning of the common era, and you shall find that men have trans- 
lated to heaven the conceptions with which they have been acquainted on 
earth, They believe that in heaven there are differing social groups ; 
that those who do wrong--whatever wrong may be—will be punished: 
that for all your deeds you will be brought before the Divine Judge, with 
your defender on one side and the accuser—a sort of Pablic Prosecutor— 
on the other; that just as there is favouritism on earth so there is 
favouritism in heaven. A king, men knew from experience, had his 
retainers, bis messepgers, his officers who carried out his bidding. 
According y they ascribed to God, the King of Heaven, similar myrmidons. 
Nay. more, those who brooded on these things in a later age actually saw 
war in heaven, with opposing armies of warriors each under a leader. 
Among these heavenly leaders two stand out pre-eminent—Michael and 
Gabriel. 

This imaginative side of religion, while it cannot have any foundation 
in fact, is at least picturesque. But for the great mass, both of Jews and 
Christians, apocalyptic stories and inyentions have in the course of ages 
taken root in their consciousness, and have come to command the respect 
due to facts. How many are there who will tell you exactly what will 
happen when the last trump sounds! How many are there who will 
describe with precision how the Messianic Age will dawn and develop, 
bow the dead will arise from their graves, and how the wicked—for the 
most part other believers—will be burnt in fire! Is it that the mass 
conception of religion must have these picturesque appeals? You find 
them in all religious systems, and .ulaism is no exception. Much of 
these early religious imaginings among Jews was adopted by the 
Christian Church, and Michael and Gabriel were included in the legacy. 

The first has become a popular name among Jews and Christians, 
and in this country at least is associated with one of the quarter. 
days—Michaelmas—and so with the making of certain payments. 
In the Jewish Prayer Book you will find both Michael and Gabriel 
spec. tically mentioned as the nightly guardians of the sleeping Jew. The 
prescribed night prayer ends in a curious formula: “Io the name of the 
lord, the God of Israel. On my right there stands Michael, on my left 
Gabriel, over sgainst me Uriel, behind me Raphael, and over mé the 
Shechtna of h1—God's own presence.” Thbisis a bit of mysticism taken 
from the writings of the Kabbalists. The Kabbalists had fore:unners in 
the Talmudic age by whom perhaps Michael and Gabriel were invented, 
or perbaps they were just adopted as beings created by the popular 
fancy. Iu any event, both are mentioned in the earliest Apocalypses. 
Michael is actually found ia the Bible—in the Book of Daniel, where he 
is called “ Ycur Prince,” and again “ The Great Prince who standeth for 
the children of Thy people.” Michael is considered the great hero or 
ceneral;: heis also the friend of Israel when Israel stands before the 
jadgment seat of God. Gabriel is the interpreter of dreams, the deposit- 
ory of the exact knowledge of what will happen in the Latter Days. 


Michael apparently was the more important of the two heroes. In 


the Apocalypse of Baruch you may read how the narrator, accompanied 
by an angel, ascended unto heaven. When they reached the fifth heaven 
the gate was locked, and the angel to!d Baruch that they could not enter 
until Michael, who held the keys of that gate, should come and open it to 
them. While they waited they heard the sound of alond noise, as it 
were thunder, and the angel spoke to Baruch: “The noise thou hearest 
is that of Michael desc nding to accept the prayers of mankind.” Soon 
they heard a voice which said aloud: “ The gates may now be opened.” 
When Michael appeared Baruch saw that he held a mighty vessel! in his 
hand, the depth of which was as the distance between heaven and earth 
and its width the extent from north to south’ Baruch inquired what 
manner of vessel that might be, and he was informed that therein Michael 
placed al! the good deeds of the righteous on earth and so presented them 
to God. mee. 

In Rabbinic literature both Michael aud Gabriel are the leaders of 
mighty bands ofaugelic warriors. According to Rabbi Yochanan, Michael 
was the aogel that appeared to Moses in the burning bush. This was in 
accordance with the theory that the archangel was the great advocate of 
israel. Whenever Satan accused Israel before God, Michael took up the 
cudgels.on behalf of his people. Oaly in the Ead of Days will Michael 
‘ailIsrael. For it is related that in the Ead of Days the accuser of 
'srael will come before God and will say: “ Lord of the Universe, can 
there be favouritism before the throne of Thy Glory ? Ifthe Gentiles 
worship idols, the Israelites do so no less; if they shed innocent blood, 
t.e Israelites do likewise. How should the former be punished and the 
latter eseape free?” In that hour Michael will be so abashed 
that he will fail in his duty and will remain silent, unable to offer a 
Cefence for the people of Israel. But the Holy One, blessed be 
He, will call to him in surprise and say: “ What! you do not defend 
my people? Then I must myself defend them.” And so Israel will fod 
their defender in God, Who will bring about their redemption. 


‘ut it must not be thought thatthe activity of Michael Is iimited to 
heaven. The Rabbis brought bim to earth and gave bim much occu pa- 
tion there, Michael it was who rescued Abraham from the fiery furnace 
into which he was thrown by Nimrod’s orders: he was one of the three 
angels who came to Abraham to announce the birth of Iseac , he tenderly 
watch l over the fate of Jacob, rescuing him in time of stress. None the 
less he was the angel with whom Jacob wrestled. In later times, Michael 
Watched over Israel when they crossed the Red Sea. Later still it was 
through his intervention that Daniel's companions were not burnt to 
ashes in the fiery furnace of Nebuchadnezzar. Finally, when the last 
trump sounds, it will be Michael who will put the trumpet to his lips. 

Strangely enough, this heavenly hero is regarded as the genius of 
snow; Gabriel, on the other hand, like Wagner's Loge, is the genius of 
fire. Ihe voice of Gabriel is heard from one end of the earth to the 
other. Because he was the genius of fire, he was directed to overthrow 
Hodom and Gomorrah. If Michael was the angel with whom Jacob 
wrestied, Gabriel was the angel whom he saw on the ladder of his dream. 
Gabriel was the special patron of Joseph to whom he taught scventy 
languages, Some of Gabriel’s missions were curious, to say the ieast. 
We are told, for instance, that when hing Solomon married the daughter 
of Pharaoh, Gabriel) descended to earth, stuck a pile into the sea round 
which there formed a sandbank, on which centuries later the city of 
home was! built. 

Gabriel is destined also to play his part in the Messianic Age. He 
Will greet the pious, and when that time arrives he will plead with God 


to allow the idol worshippers to see Israel's glory. Gabriel is also God's 
messenger to heai the sick, or to smite the wicked, to quicken the dead or to 
bring death to the living. This many-sidedness of the activities of Gabriel 


is due tothe conception that he is God’s special messenger, standing on one 
side ofthe Divine thron Michael stands onthe other. Yet, thongh the 
two represent entirely opposite elements, they yet abide peaceably 
together, and do each other no harm. Often enough the two co-operate. 
They were with God when Ile created the first couple; they were with 
God when Moses was buried: and when the Temple was destined to be 
destroyed it was Michac! and Gabriel who applied fire to the strnctore. 
Their work Was regarded as continuing to ali eternity, for one Talmudic 
Rabbi draws a quaint picture of the End of Days. The pious in 
Israci will then be admitted into Paradise, and to receive them 
there will stand at the entrance Michael and Gabriel. In that 
merciful hour the wicked will pot be forgotten, for God Him- 
self in the presen: f all the righteous will hand over'the keys 
of hell to Michael and Gabriel, and will say to them: “Go ye and open 
the gates and deliver the sinners from hell.”

As an expression of the Jewish spirit these apocalyptic myths have 
their interest and deserve study. But can it be asserted that.ihey have 
any religious value’ It isdoubtful whether they ever badany religious 
value; for our own time, their value is surely only in the sphere of litera- 
ture. Yet their ghosts are not yet laid. Oaly last Monday, on the 
greatest day in the Jewish year, the Synagogues during the Nincha 
Service resounded with the nates of both these heavenly heroes in a 
rhyming jingle the translation of which isgiven in these terms: “ Michael 
on the right hand uttereth praise; and on the left Gabriel declareth: ‘In 
the heavens there is none like God, and on earth who is like unto Thy 
people Israel?’” Leligious value? It .would be interesting to hear 
the opinion of intelligent people.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK,

“For thus saith the Lord God. the Holy One of Israel: In 
returning and rest shall ye be saved; in quietness and confidence 
shall be your strength.”’—Isaiah 
lhe advent of Tabernacles transfers us somewhat suddenly from one 
religious atmosphere to another of a very different kind. From the tense 
strain of spiritual striving, crowned by the climax of confession, 
repentance and atonement, we emerge into the quiet joy and gentie 
associations connected with our Harvest Festival. The “Season of our 
gladness” seems to follow somewhat swiftly on the There 
is no doubt about the value of the latter; these days that are of so much 
importance in the Jewish calendar. There is clearly a necessity to rouse 
people to a consideration and comprehension of the great issues of life, 
too often obscured for many of us by reason of the more or less 
sorlid cecupation and interests, in which we are involved for the greater 
part of the year. It isa good thing, if men and women can be persuaded 
even for a short period, to wrestle with the problems that beset their 
souls. Acd the assembling of large congregations attuned to serious pur- 
poses offers a great inspiration and opportunity to those who have the call 
to such a task, to offer a message that shall uplift the hearts of God's 
chidren and bring them nearer to the Divine service. But tension 
and «stroggle are not normal conditions of life, however necessary 
they may be at supreme moments. Too much indulged in, they 
mey weaken those to whom they were intended to bring strength. 
“TI will not contend for ever nor be lastingly angry. For the 
apirit would faint before Me and the souls that I have made.” 
The ex perience of religious revivals in general is that their effect is not 
;ormanent. The exaltation they induce is apt to have its reactions, 
which, unloss guarded against, may be harmful rather than helpful to 
ihe character and conduct of even spiritually minded people. In the 
Festival that so quickly follows Atonement, provision seems to have been 
made to overcome these dangers. Many of the associations of the solemn 
soason follow us into the Festival. Even the echo of its strains of solemn 
mosic may at times be beard mingling with the more joyous sounds 
proper to glad thanksgiving. The true end and object of the Atonc- 
ment day ie, as its name implies, reconciliation. With the true 
rcconciiiation there comes a joy, as of a task accomplished and an 
approval gained. There has entered a new clement into our lives, 
an element of serene strength and quiet gladness. We have not to 
wrench ourselves away from our ordinary environment to enjoy this new 
aim>phere. It has assumed, quite naturally, the ordering of our lives. 
It hallows our dally tasks. We can gather in our barvest, not asa thing 
apart from religion, but as a manifest evidence of Divine providence and 
as an overwhelmiog opportunity for the expression of our gratitude. 
Over all these things there rests a spirit of peace, which, though it 
contras's strangely perhaps with the storms and troubled waters of a 
strugcling soul, is the natural outcome of that struggic. It is of 
quictness and confidence that our Festival speaks. Note how often 
the figure is used: “The Tabernacle of peace.” Note also the 
Labbicic insistence, that the Tabernacle must have its greater part 
shaded from the glaring sun; a reminder of the refuge offered in the 
shadow of the Divine wings. ‘So we are presented with a new aspect of 
re igion. Not that of the wind and the earthquake and tho fire, but that 
Jeseribed by Isaiah elsewhere “as a hiding place from the wind and a 
covert from the tempest: as rivers of water in a dry place, as the shadow 
of a greatrock ina weary jand.”

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath 2D, Leviticus xxii, 26—xxiil, 44. 


XXII. 27. The description of “the appointed seasons of the Lord,” 
given in Chapter xxiii, is preceded by a series of laws relating to the 
animals fit for sacrifices. The juxtaposition is appropriate since the 
bringing of prescribed offerings was a conspicuous feature in the celebra. 
tion of the Festivals. After an exhortation that the sacrifice presented 
for the altar must be unblemished andan enumeration of what constitutes 
a disqualification, we have in the present verse a law that the anima! 
mast not be offered within seven days of birth. The Talmud co-relates the 
two passages, and declares such an animal to fall within the category of 
“blemished.” The reason for the regulation is expounded by Maimonide:< 
“All living boings are after birth, within the first seven days, very weak 
and exceedingly tender, as if they were still in the womb oftheir mother: 
not until the eighth day can they be counted among those that enjoy the 
light of the world. It is asif they had no vitality before the end of that 
period. In the same manner, the child is circumcised after the completion 
of seven days” (Guide 49). 

Verse 28. “Itandits young.” Although the Hebrew is masculine, 
“it” of course refers to the mother; and the Talmud definitely states that 
the law does not apply to the male parent. This isa rather curious and 
extreme application of the Biblical principle that the offspring is con. 
sidered as belorging to the mother and not the father. It is necessary to 
bear this point in mind, when deciding the motive which underlies the 
piece of legislation. In the Palestinian Targum, the translation of 
the verse is prefaced with these words: “My peopte, the children of 
Israel, as our Father is merciful in heaven, so be ye merciful on carth.” 
The translator obviously detected a humanitarian purpose in the law, 
and his view has been generally adopted by both ancient and modern 
authorities. Ma monides, ¢.g., explains: “It is prohibited to kill an 
animal with its young on the same day in order that people should be 
restrained and prevented from killipg the two togetherin such amanner 
that the young is slain in the sight of the mother; for the pain of the 
animals under such circumstances is very great. There is no difference 
in this case between the pain of man and the pain of other living beings, 
since the love and tenderness of the mother for her young ones is not 
produced by reasoning but by imagination, and this faculty exists not 
ooly in man but in most living beings.” (Guide IIf, 48. 

It is evident that this explanation misses the real point, since the 
mother and young could be slain on the same day without inflicting the 
pain to which Maimonides alludes. The Yorah does not merely require 
that the young animal should not be slaughtered in the view of the 
mother, but gocs much further. Kalisch rightly asks, * How can killing 
the dam and her young ‘on the same day '—not in sight of each other 
be deemed unfeeling or barbarous?” And another question that must bo 
raised is: If it is cruel toslay the motber and young on the same day, 
why should it not be cruel to slay the father and yonng on the same day ” 

The more probable view is that the motive of the law is not human. 
itarian and, accoriJivg to Kalisch, “seems rather to'have been suggeste:! 
by the cosmic reason that it would almost appear like the wanton 
extirpation of a race or group of animals; and ‘smiting the mother with 
the children’ was a metaphor expressive of utter destruction, such as 
man ought pot to inflct upon any of God’s creatures (compare Genesis 
KXXXii., 12; Hosea x., 14). For an analogous reason, the Law fo:bade 
auyone finding a bird's nest to ‘take the dam with the young’; the 
latter only may be taken, while the former must be left free” 
(Deut. xxii., 6f.). 

This explanation is likewise not free from difficulty, since it fails to 
account for the crucial words “in one day.” Why should there be the 
appoaranc> of “ wanton extirpation” if one of the animals were killed in 
the evening and the other the following morning—that being one day— 
but mot if the acts of slaughter took place in the morning and the 
succeeding evening’ Kellogg rightly remarks “it must be confessed that 
the matter is somewhat obscure ” (Expositor’s Bible, Leviticus, p. 445). 
Doubtless the law reflects some idea which was current in that remote 
age, but what it was has yet to be discovered.

The United State of America. 


Let Brotherly Love Continue. 
[From a Correspondent—NEW YORK.] 


The attempt of the American Jewish Congress to convene a National 
All-Jewish Conference to consider the problems arising out of tho situa. 
tion in Palestine has been frustrated by the negative attitude of the 
American members of the Jewish Agency. The circumstances of this 
incident and the conflicts which have followed are worth recording, as 
they show the more than precarious state of Jewish public affairs. 

The suggestion to hold such a Conference came from Dr. Stephen 
Wise, who, after meeting Dr. Weizmann in Paris, pledged to the Presi. 
dent of the Zionist Organisation his full support. It was, I understand, 
agreed in Paris that at this juncture a conference to support the political 
action of the Zionist Executive would be very useful. Furthermore, 
both the Administrative Committee of the Congress and the National 
Executive Committee of the American Zionist Organisation had approved 
the plans for such a Conference, which, in their opinion, would strengthen 
Zionist work in the U.S.A. 

Accordingly, the Congress communicated with Felix M. Warburg, 
Chairman of the Administrative Committee of the Jewish Agency, 
suggesting that the Agency should call the proposed Conference. Mr. 
Warburg, however, answered that, in his opinion, the time was not yet 
ripe for such a Conference, with the consequencs that the project fell 
through, for the time being, anyway. 

It was indeed no less a snub for the American Zionist Congress, than 
for the Zionist Organisation, underlining, as it did, the fact that the 
Zionist Organisation is no longer a free agent and that the fina! decision 
does not rest with it any longer. 

However, the matter was not allowed to stand there. Part of the 
Jewish Press attackcd Dr. Wise and the Congress for interfering in 
matters which are the prerogative of the Agency and the calling of the 
conference was declared tc be “ useless nonsense.” Then Mr. David A. 
Brown, the Chairman of the Palestine Emergency Fund, published a 
statement in the Press, attacking Dr, Wise and taking him to task for 
“ breaking the United Jewish Front for Palestine.” The appearance o} 
Mr. Brown, who only a few years ago was among the bitterest opponents 
of Zionism in the role of a man who censures Zionists, and particularly 
Zionists of Dr. Wise’s standing, for lack of Zionist patriotism, created here 
a very painful impression and did more to dispel the atmosphere of good- 
will and unity than the suggestion to call a conference, 

The Zionist headquarters here, which was anxious to secure the 
co-operation of Dr. Wise, has immediately issued a statement declaring 
Mr. Brown's allegation “ unjust, without foundation, and damaging to tho 
cause of unity.” 

To judge by the spirit of controversy which seems to have invaded 
the Zionist camp, it will be some time before the united front in the 
States will be achieved. 


Methuselah Esters America. 


Land of Youth Puts a Premium on Old Age. 
[From a Correspondent—N&tw YORK.] 


Thousands of people who have filed their applications for a “ quota. 
visa ” to the United States will have to live as long as one hundred years, 
and some even longer than that, if they want to attain their desire to 
settio in America. The number of applications is already out of all 
proportion to the actual possibilities offered by the new immigration 
laws, which restrict the inflax of immigrants. The application of the 
“National Origin Plan” has revea'ed a curious fact, namely, that the 
nations which are least anxious to emigrate are given most opportunity 
to do so, and vice ve’ sa. 

While the quota for Germany is fixed at 51,227 annually and there 
are only 44,290 applicants, there are 250,000 Russian applicants to a quota 
of 2.248. ‘Thus, the turn of some ‘of the Rassians to enter ihe forbidden 
gates will come only in the next century. Polish applicants are ina 
slightly better position. The less fortunate of them will have to wait 
only forty years. The palm is held by the case of the Turks, of whom 
there are no less than 200,009 registered applicants whereas the quota 
fur Turkey is-only 190 per year. 

The Irish are among the lucky peoples, there being 30,000 applicants 
for 28 5:7 allowable visas this yoar. But it dees seem that it woul’ have 
been more charitable and more in keeping with the proverbial efficiency 
of the Americans if they had discontinued accepting applications long 
before this ludicrous figure was reached. 


An Autonomous Jewish Republic. 
Settlement in Bureabeidzan. 
[From our Correspondent.—NeEW York.] 


In a copyrighted dispatch to the NEW YorK Wor.LpD, the Moscow 
correspondent of that paper cites an interview with Professor Franklin 
Harris, President of an American university, who headed the commission 
of American Agronomists which has just returned from Bureabeidzan, a 
region bordering Manchuria on the Amur River, the frontier b2tween 
Chinese and Russian territory. This region igs to bo proclaimed an 
autonomous Jewish Republic by the Soviet Government. 

Professor Harris stated that in his opinion Bureabeidzan is a better 
place for the establishment of a Jewish settlement than Palestine, which 
he recently visited. It was a vast country in the making with 10,000,000 
acres of land and many natural resources, and could be developed in such 
a way as to produce great wealth for the entire Soviet Union. But much 
bad to be done on the land before it eould be worked profitably, and there 
were maby problems difficult of solution, such as the need of extensive 
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road building and the handicap of destructive summer rains which would 
make necessary the building of drainage systems. These, however, 
coukl be overcome by diligent work plus the application of American 
methods, 

| The Commission was sent to Bureabeidzan by the American Jewish 
ReHef Organisation, which is interested in having a Jewish republic 
Set upin Bureabeidzan asa measure of relief for nearly one million Rassian 
Jews. Two thirds of this million, it is stated, are former traders whose 
means of livelihood disappeared when the Soviet Government ended 
private trading. According to the WORLD, the projected Jewish Republic 
cannot bo set up without technical aid from the United States. The 


American Joint Distribution Committee is pessimistic and has refused to 
particrpate in the project.

French Jewry in 2029. 
Prophecies of a Jewish “ Mother Shipton.”

A new prophet has appearedinIsracl. Heisa Mr. Sommer, of Tours, 
France, and his prophetic utterances were first voiced in La Baule, a 
charming scaside resort in South Brittany. Who would not listen toa 
man- claiming to foretell with absolute certainty just what is go'ng to 
happen to French Jewry a hundred years hence? Considerable crowds 
of Jews and Christians came to hear Mr. Sommer, the self-appoisted 
prophet and expert of Jewish affairs. 

Hlis outlook is anything but cheerful. French Jewry in the year 
9929 will have cast cff all remnants of the present traditional forms. 
Circumcision as a religious rite will be abolished, although it will be 
practiced for hygienic reasons. There will be no Barmitzvalia cclebrated, 
no religious marriages and no divorces. The Jewish dietary laws will 
completely disappear. Whether all these will bo entirely obliterate 1 or 
adapted to modera life by a special Sanhedrin, M. fommer is not very 
sure. 

There will be no synagogues, and the number of Rabbis and of Cantors 
will be redaced to a minimum. All services, prophesies this Jewish 
“ Mother Shipton,” will be broadcast from acentral station. Fieach Jews 
will MNve s¢a°*tered all ovér the couatry and will be unable to maintain 
synagogues or any other houses of prayers. Besides, religion will play a 
very insignificant part in their life. In addition to service by radio there 
will be travelling Rabbis who will keep up a certain contact between the 
dispersed Jews. 

Everything in the “ prophet’s” scheme might conceivably work ont 
as foretold, were it not for one fact, overlooked by him, namely that every 
year tens of thousands of Jews from Russia and Poland settle in France, 
and that by the year 2029 it will be they who will form the bulk of French 
Jewry, 


Bialik versus Brainin. 
Findings of Arbitration Court. 
[From our Correspondent—~BERLIN.] 


The arbitration bet ween Mr. Reuben Brainin, the eminent Hebrew 
writer, and the Poet Bialik, which was conducted in Berlin by the 
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Zionist Congress Court, lasted all night and ended at5a.m. Dr. Grone- 
mann, the President of the Zionist Congress Court, was in the chair. 
The proceedings were open to the public. 

Mr. Brainio complained that in May last Hebrew writers in Tel-Aviv 
issued a statement, signed by the Poet Bialik as their President, accusing 
him of acting like a traitor by spreading news about Russia calculated to 
assist the persecators of Judaism there. He denied various statements 
attributed to him in interviews published by the Communist Press, and 
he also repudiated the charge that he bad withheld from the public a 
memorandum onthe persecution of the Zionists in Kassia handed to him 
by them while he was in the land of the Soviets. 

Mr. Bialik’s charge was that Mr. Brainio bad maintained silence 
about the terrille position of the Jews in Russia outside the colonies and 
that he did not deny until the present trial the interviews published in 


his pame. Their interviews contained statements suggesting that the 
Russian Zionista were counter-revolutionaries, and justifying their 
persecution. 


Dr. Gronemann delivered jadgment declaring that the Court of 
Honour found that Mr. Bialtk’s attack on Mr. Brainin was generally 
justified: Nevertheless, the Court condemued a few expressions used in 
the declaration of the Tel-Aviv writers against Mr. Brainin. In giving 
judgment, Dr. Gronemann criticised Mr. Drainin for maintaining silence 
about the persecution of Judaism in Lussia, He alsoordered Mr. Brainin 
to pay nine-tenths and Mr. Bialik one-tenth of the costs of the trial.

The Work of the Ort. 


Activities Steadily Increasing. 
‘COMMUNICATED,) 


At the Annual Conference of the Central Council of the Ort 
recently held in Derlin, there were present representatives from 
Rastia, Poland, Lithuania, Latyia, Bessarabia, Germany, France, 


Eoeg'iand and the U.S.A. The reports submitted to the Council, both by 
the Central Poard ‘the Executive of the Association), and by the members 
representing various local organisations give a vivid picture of the 
distressing conditions of the Jewish Communities in the various countries 
and of the activities of the Ort crganisations. 

There are at present in charge of the Ort, 73 institutions giving 
vocational training to 7,242 students (as compared with 6 009 stadents for 
the preceding year), and during the year 15 pew schools were established 
in Warsaw, Drest-litovsk, Bialystock, Sarny, Kovno, Riga, Homel, Vitebsk 
and Minsk. Of those institutions 37 with 4,735 pupils work in Poland, 
11 with 1,505 students in Soviet Kussia and 15 with 1,449 stadents in 
Bessarabia and other provinces in Reoumania. Especial attention was

The expenditure on vocational training amounted 
an increase of over $59,000-—as compared with 1927.

progress was made in the sphere of agriculture, and this particular 
branch of Ort work embraced 141 different holdings and settlements, 
with an aggregate of 4,757 families tilling in all about a hundred thousand 
acres of land. Most of these were in Soviet Russia. 

Ove of the new features of the work of the Association was the 
organisation of the so-called Relatives Aid Campaign. By agreement 
with the Soviet Government the Ort is authorised to import into Soviet 
Russia, free of duty, machinery and implements to be used by artisans, if 
these implements and machines are sent to them and paid for by their 
relatives living outside Soviet Russia. Up to July 18th, 1929, 5,476 
applications had been made and 1,008 orders definitely placed. At first 
the development of this campaign commenced in September, 1925, was 
rather slow, but by the middle of 1929 most of the initial difficulties had 
been overcome. 

Reports from Various Countrics. 


The conditions of the Jewish population in Soviet Rassia were most 
distressing. Much has been done for developing agriculture, and with its 
very modest means the Ort Is helping over 3,200 families, which is, how- 
ever, a mere drop in the ocean of Russo-Jewish misery. Agriculture is 
decidedly not sufficient as a complete remedy, and the very urgent 
problem at present is that of industrialisation. ‘This work is now carried 
on in two different ways. The Ort in Russia entered into contact with 
several hundred Producers’ Co-operative Societies scattered over a 
hundred townships, and by supplying their members with the 
implements they require, the Association is endeavouring to revitali<e the 
local handicrafts and industries. The problem next in urgency is that of 
the 200 000 Jewish youths anxious to learn some trade and to find 
employment. The Ort has so far been able to make arrangements for 
training 1,700 of such youths yearly. Efforts are now being made to 
extend this work and to organise a kind of special Labour Exchange, 
which would assist in placing young Jews in the largs scale industry. 

The reports of the representatives from Poland, and more especially 
the remarks of Senator Koerner, gave a very tragic picture of the position 
of the Jews in that country. Owing to the lack of free land, agricultural 
pursuits by Jews are very limited and can hardly bs extended to any 
considerable degree. ‘Trade and commercs are heavily depressed owing 
to the fiscal policy of the Governm «nt, which exac‘s very heavy taxatioa 
from the merchant class, the Jewish section of which is- practically 
ruined. Artisanship and small-scale industry are the flelds open to the 
Jews, who are heavily hampered in every respect. Taey are given so 
credit assistance and they know no new methods of work, so that for 
finer workmanship even Jewish customers have to apply to non-Jewish 
artisans. Thus the problem of industrialisation is a most serious one for 
Poland also, and the measures to be taken as resoived upon by the 
Council are by mechanisation of most of the Jewish trades, and their 
modernisation. 

The reports from the smaller communities of Roumania, Latvia and 
Lithuania dealt with considerable difficulties and called for a good deal of

The Elections in Czecho-Slovakia. 


A Jewish-Polish Pact. 


\from our Correspondent—PRAGUB.] 

Every parliamentary election in Czecho-Slovakia brings up for 
_disc ussion the problem of special Jewish representation and of a separate 
Jewish policy in the internal affairs of the country. [t has always been 
the desire of the nationally-minded Jews to keep aloof from the fighting 
parties and nationalities by electing their own deputies and pursuing an 
independent national policy. Czecho-Slovakia is indeed a progressive 
and tolerant country, yetit is confronted with a serious minority prob.cm. 
There is the German minority, the IIungarian and Polish minorities, and 
now the Slovak minority, the last-named demanding aptonomy for Slovakia. 

The Jews, led by the Zionist Organisation, have repeatedly tried to 
unite the whole Jewish population on the platform of a Jewish Party, 
but all attempts to establish a united front have hitherto been frustrated 
by the lack of Go-operation on the part of the Agudat Yisrael in Slovakia 
and Carpathc-Russia. In the last elections to Parliament, the Jewish 
Party polled actually over 100,000 votes, but failed to secure a seat. 
Taught by this failure the Zionists decided to change their policy and 
look for a partner so as to be able to get ina Jewish representative by 
co-operating with another minority. 

It may look strange to an outsider, but the partner was found in the 
Polish Minority, with whom the Jews concluded an election pact, and 
at the elections which take place on Sunday week, all Zionists, including 
Poale Zion will vote for a joint Jewish-Polish list. The Polish Social- 
Democrats are also joining this unique political combination, which, it 
must be made clear, is not in any way an inimical opposition to the Czech 
national aspirations. 

Nevertheless, according to the latest reports, there will still be two 
purely Jewish lists. The Jewish Republican Party and the Jewish 
Professional Party, both non-Zionist though nationalist, are contesting 
the election, even though they have little chance of securing a seat. 

The elections are taking place this year on Simchat Torah, and the

The Chief Rabbi's Pentateuch. 


Rabbi Francis Cohen's Commendation.

Arab General Strike Fails. 


A PEACEFUL PUSLIC HOLIDAY. 
(From our Correspondent.—J BRUSALEM.] 

The country is faced with a new Arab agitation on the alleged ground 
that“ Arabs cannot obtain impartial justice.” The Arabs are particularly 
avery with Mr. Justice Litt, of Ilaifa, for discharging several Jews 
arrested on charges arising out of carrying arms in self-defence. 

The Arabs decided to proclaim a general strike on Wednesday as a 
protest against this alleged partiality towards the Jews, and they intend 
to submit their protest to all foreign consuls in Jerusalem. They will 
also send cablegrams to the Pope, the League of Nations and to many 
important newspapers abroad. 

The General Strike, however, which was intended to form an 
impressive and menacing protest, failed lamentably in its purpose. Far 
from becoming a gesture of bitter discontent as the agitators hoped, it 
developed into nothing more than a public holiday. The fact is that the 
vast majority of Arabs are getting a little tired of the stupid quarrelling, 
bat are terrorised by the Arab Executive into obeying their commands with 
docility. All the Mos!em shops in Jerusalem were closed, including those 
whose customers are almost entirely Jews. But the lack of enthusiasm 
on the part of the majority of the “strikers” was apparent, and called 
forth feverish endeavours on the part of the agitators tO try and rouse 
anti-Jewish feeling. llowever, the presence of strong military and police 
patrols frustrated their attempts.

SERVICES AT WAILING WALL. 


[From our Correspondent—J ERUSALEM. ] 


It is estimated that about 1590 Jews visited the Wailing Wall on 
Yom Kipper. Members of the Supreme Moslem Council and of the Arab 
Executive also came to the Wall to see whether the sfa/us quo was being 
observed. On the Sabbath preceding Yom Aippur the attendance of 
worshippers at the Wailing Wall was normal. The police guard 
was maintained. The Arab leaders are seekiog to excite further ill- 
feeling by deploring the resumption of the Jewish services at the Wailing 
Wall. They have despatched communications to Moslems in foreign 
countries, complaining that the Burak had been converted into a Syna- 
gogue and demanding help to protect the Mosiem holy places. They 
appear to be little appeased by the declaration of Sir John Chancellor 
that the new regulations are only of a temporary character an that the 
rights and claims of Jews and Moslems will not be prejudiced when the 
problem of the Wailing Wall comes up for decision. 


THE SHOFAR INTERDICTED. 

The Chief Rabbis here have protested strongly against the Govern- 
ment's action in forbidding the blowing of the Shc/farat the Neilah service 
at the Wailing Wallon Monday. Even in the darkest Middle Ages, they 
declare, the blowing of the Shofar was allowed. The action of the 
Government followed on the Grand Mufti's complaint when the Shofar 
was blown on Jioskh Hashanih at the Wailing Wall. He contended 
that this action constituted a Jewish ceremony whereas only Jewish 
services were permitted to be held at the Wali in accordance with what 
he calls the s‘atus quo. 


Administration to Blame. 
MR. DANIEL HOPKIN, M.P., ON PALESTINE DISASTER. 

Mr. Daniel Hopkin, M.P., Socialist member for Carmarthen, Lord 
Melchett’s old seat, who has been touring Palestine, has issued the 
following statement, states the DAILY MAIL, to its correspondent in 
Jerusalem before leaving the country : 

“It is my definite opinion that the troubles should never have 
occurred. The Arabs chose a time for their attacks when our Second 
Eleven were in power the High Commissioner and other principal 
officers were on leave.) There is abundant evidence that, before the 
riots, preparations were being mude, and, indeed, at Jaffa, Safed and 
Jerusalem the Government was given evidence by the Jews of the 
preparations which were being carried on by the Arabs. It seems to me 
that for four days the Government in Palestine failed completely. Ifa 
strong hand had been shown even then, and resolute and vigorous action 
taken, nothing would have happened. Itis not right to say that these 
troubles arose because of the Wailing Wall. It seems to me that that 
was merely an incident in a plan which had been made by one man or a 
small body of men. The net result of all this is that British prestige is 
at its lowest. I believe it will be necessary to replace the local police by 
a strong force of British police, for, as we saw in the troubles, the first 
thing an officer did was to disarm his local police. If we cannot send out 


our best administrators from England to tackle this most difficult task, 
then we had better clear out altogether.”

ARAB LAWYERS SHIRKING DEFENCE. 
[From our Correspondent.—J ERUSALEM. 

Chief Justice Sir Michael Macdonnell presided at the Haifa District 
Court, assisted by Mr. Justice Litt, when the Arabs charged with 
the murder of Mr. Isaac Mamaan during the riots at Safed, came up for 
trial. The acoused are Mr. Ahmed Jabour and the brothers Messrs. 
Aareff Ranin and Nueff Ranin. ‘he fourth accomplice, Mr. Ahmed 
Tepish, has so far eluded arrest. The victim, Mr. Mamaan, was an 
employee of the Hadassah, at Safed. 

The Pablic Prosecutor, Mr. Sherwell, opene the proceedings with a 
request to add to the charges against the prisoners one of conspiracy. 
Uhe Arab lawyers, twelve in number, led by Mr. Moghanan, one of the 
Secretaries of the Arab Executive, strongly objected to the demand, but

the Chief Justice agreed toit. The Chief Justice reproached one of the 
Arab lawyers for flagrantly misquoling oa paragraph from a text 
book thereby trying to discredit a Jewish witness. Arab counsel 
continually tried by ‘bullying tactics and repeated questions to 
eonfuse the Jewish witnesses. The Chief Jastice addressing counsel 
for defence, cautioned him that the cross-examination was assuming a 
violent aspect and that the repetitions of the questions were upreason- 
ably numerous. He hoped that counse! would change his tactics. 

A Jewish witoess, Mr. Nissim Mussai, said that he saw the murderous 
attack on Mi. Mamaan. He recognised all the three prisoners as the 
murderers. The Arab Counsel, Mr. Moghanan, later withdrew from the 
case because he alleged that he was not permitted to conduct it in 
the best interests of defendants, and Mr. Hanna Asfour took over ia his 
piace. 

A malaria patient at the Hadassah Hospital declared that Mr. 
Matmaan himself, just before he expired, named to his wife the four 
Arabs who had attacked him, and that they were the three defendants 
amd the Arab, Abmed Tepish, who was still at large. The new counsel 
for the defence also resorted to threatening tactics during the cross- 
cxamination of witnesses, but without shaking their evidence. 

On being rebuked by the Judge, Mr. Hanna Asfour announced bis 
intention to withdraw from the defence. The Chief Justice remarked 
that counsel asstimed a grave responsibility in leaving to their fate three 
defendants on trial for their lives. The Chief Justice then invited the 
third counsel, Sheikh Mohamed Said Kassah, to proceed with the defence, 
bat he refosed. The fourth counsel, Mr. Abdul Halif, it transpired, 
retired on the first day of the trial. The Judges, after deliberation, 
decided to adjourn the case until Tuesdav afternoon. 

At the second Safed murder trial four Arabs were accused of 
shooting the Jewess, Mme. Lalla Fardjun, by firing at her through a 
Not a single Arab lawyer appeared in Court. There were not 
even any Arib visitors. The jadges advised the prisoners of the situa- 
tion which had arisen through the absence of their Counsel who in this 
cas re also Mr. Moghanan and Hanna Asfour, and asked them to 
procure pew lawyers by pext Wednesday. 

If the prisoners fail to secure Counsel by then, the Government itself 
may bave to appoint Barristers for the defence. The Court announced 
that the Pablic Prosecutor would notify other Arab lawyers of the 
continuation of the Mamaan case on Tuesday afternoon and await their 
appearance.

Stabbing Outrages. 


Several stabbing cases have recently occurred. The well-known 
Sephardic lawyer, Mr. David Moyal was wounded by Arabs on the Jaffa 
Itishon-le-Zion road. An Arab, Mr. Musa Idbeb, a well-known leader of the 
oppovents of the Grand Mufti's policy, has been found stabbed to death at 
Shaar Hoprochim in the old city of Jerusalem. Four Arabs have been 
arrested on suspicion of their connection with the murder. The widow of 
Mr. Musa Idheb states that the partisans of the Grand Mufti repeatedly 
threatened her husband with murder for maintaining friendly relations 
with the Jews.

Recipes by Request. 


“Fish Stew.” 
White fish (filleted), 2 Ibs. Milk, 1 gill. 
Two small onions. Fiour, 1 oz. 
Margarine, 1 oz. Pinch of mixed herbs. 
Tomatoes, 1 |b. Seasoning. 
Fish stock, § pint. 

VewtT the margarine in a fryicg pan; add the chopped onion and 
flionr, and cook for five minutes. Then add (while stirring) the fish stock 
and milk, Add salt, pepper and herbs, and cook for five minutes. Skin 
and cut up the fish into convenient picces for serving ; skin the tomatoes 
and cutinto slices. Put the fish and tomatoes in a casserole; pour over 
the sauce ; put the lid on the casserole, and stew very gently for twenty 
minutes, 


Stewed Fish (No. 2). 


Jerusalem artichokes, 4 1b. 
Fiour, 1 tablespoonful. 
Butter, 1 oz. Juice of a lemon. 
Water, 1 gill. Salt, pepper, nutmeg. 

SLICE the onion and cook till tender (but not brown) in the butter. 
Add the water and seasoning. Peel and slice the artichokes; add them 
and cook for fifteen minutes, then add the cod and simmer gently until 
the fish is cooked. Remove the fish and keep hot. Mix the flour 
with the lemon juice; pour into the saucepan and stir tillthick. Put 
the fish in the centre of a hot dish with the artichokes around, and pour 
the sauce over.

Hints on Keeping Stock. 

1. All ingredients put in must be fresh and sound. 

2. Put meat and bones in cold water, and let stand for an hour or 
two before cooking. Bring very slowly to boiling point; skim off all 
scum asitrises. Simmer very gently for five or six bours. 

3. Never add vegetables until the stock has reached boiling point. 

4. Strain the stock into a clean basin every evening. Vegetables 
must not be used again, but any bones from which all goodness has not 
been extracted can be returned to the stockpot the following day, 

5. Re-boil stock every day if to be kept. 


Curried Cauliflower. 


CAREFULLY boil a large cauliflower, taking care to keep it whole. 
Lift out when cooked; drain well and remove the outside grecn part. 
Place on a hot dish and pour over the following sauce: 

Fry a small chopped onion and half a chopped apple in an ounce of 
butter. When brown stir in two teaspoonfals of flour and one of curry 
powder, and cook for another five minutes. Then add half a pint of the 
water in which the cauliflower was cooked. Stir till boiling and simmer 
for ten minutes. Season to taste and strain over the cauliflower,

The London Group exhibitions have slweys hed, es sort of coro, 
colid body of work by the half-dozon best painters in England. About this 
is gathered a wide range of oxperimontal work by younger mon end, though 
this is not always as vital and novel as covld be wished, the Group has 
dixpleyed these qualitics regularly cnough to justify the oxpectation that, 
if they are being manifested anywhere in tho country, they will be more 
than rolocted on ite walls. Fifteon years ago it wae dofinitcly a revolutionary 
hedy. But revolution is not en absolute term; it morcly implics the angle

They would not 
sucecod ontircly with such an ideally literal policy, because something 
which is akin to one’s own mentality must inovitably sccm morc intelligent, 
ceteris paribus, than something opposed to it. But the composite mind of tho 
Group is 80 fertile and various that it mught survive this inevitable tendency 
towards inbroccing fer an oxtraordmarily long time. Suicide, if this was 
the only factor, might be postponed for half a century. But with such 
. commenda bly eveporated positive principle, extra weight falls on the 
negative function of the Acedemy. That is, kocpimg up standards. by 
A certain proportion must always be maintained 
between the mastcrly work and the imtoresting but faulty experimental. 
When the sccond is very. faulty, and not very interesting, and not even 
seriously experimental, the proportion of the first must be overwhelming. 
Otherwise the Acedemy is doomed. All the important influences have 
emanated from groups where the standard of ideas and exccution has beon 
extremely high. 

At the same time, an Acedomy has something besides tradition and 
standards to kecp elive, It has to preserve itself. Idoally the life and growth 
of an academy should he on the tubcr principle. It should survive on ore 
knot of stored vitality till a new impetus ecnrpelled the formation of another. 
It should monotonously challenge all mferior standards by retaining onc sct 
of first-rate mastcrs until a set of first-rate revolutionaries appeared. Un- 
fortunately first-rate revolutionaries don't appoar twice a year. If it is to 
escape the quite irrc'event but fatal charge of being moribund, the Academy 
must show a urest deal cf experimental work cvery season. About ton really 
interesting new painters eppeer, gencrally in a bunch, in as many vears. 

So it really appears that the London Group, which has been forced by

The first group had received wide attention, and in South Amervwa 
had already been the subject of official action exemplified by the recent visit 
of the Economic Mission to Argentina and Brazil. 

Any comprehensive research into the problem of recovering British export 
trade must, however, primarily embody a thorough investigation on the second 
group of factors, namely, those existing within our own internal economic fabric. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer, who had proved himself possessed of a keen 
grasp of modern economic problems, had recently announs ed the impending 
appointment of a representative Committee of Inquiry with wide terms of 
reference to investigate all aspects of banking, finan: ial and credit policy, 
particularly with regard to their effects on industry. Presumably, the investiga- 
tion would include an examination into our present taxation policy, for there 
could be no doubt that, apart from the heavy burden of direct taxation iteelf, 
the rigidity of the system, espe ially in its application to the non-resident foreigner 
—upon whose goodwill depended to a considerable extent our overseas trade 
placed us at an initial disadvantage in relation to tho competitive countnes, 
euch as the United States of America, where the fiscal policy was so mach leis 
onerous, 

CHANGE IN LATIN AMERICAN CONDITIONS. 


In considering.the accounts, the principal fact to beeborne in mind was the 


_verv great, change which had come about during the past few years in Latin 


American conditions due to the adoption of centrah banking systems, with 
the resultant lower and more stabilised monetary rates, as well as the increase 
in expenses necessarily accompanying the introduction of legislation fer the 
superintendency of banks, and also various social laws.

The recital of violin and pianoforte works given by Cecil Bonvalot and 
Suzanne de Livat at the Wigmore Hall was offered in the form of a 
sandwich : and it looked an appetising sandwich with Bach and Brahms 
as the bread and butter, and Honegger, Goossens and Bartok in hetwecep 
Unfortunately it was a programme that needed exceptionally viril. 
performance, and virility was one of the qualities lacked by both players. 
Mr. Bonvalot’s coldness was not so detrimental to Bach asto Brahms. Th. 
Brahms (op. 108) was, in fact,a thoroughly bad performance, the two 
performers even losing each other completely on one occasion. 7}, 


‘modern essays in formlessness that came between these formal sonatas 


held out no helping hand to the performers. Honegger’s second sonata 
has a larghetto in which wayward form is used to express wayward 
feeling, but its other movements appeared to have no value. Bartok , 
Roumanian folk-dances would probably repay the attention of a virtuos», 
but they are nothing unless brilliantly played. 

A Virtuoso Plays Serious Music. 

Ziatko Balokovic and Hellmut Baerwali gave a Sonata recital at the 
Queen's Hall. The occasion ofa star violinist playing serious music was 
so unusual that the audience could not adjast itself and applauded 
at the end of each movement as if it was a separate piece. The 
Sonatas were Beethoven No. 8 and César Franck, and itisa long time 
since 1 have beard either of these masterpieces so well played. Mr. 
Balokovic seems to play with the weight of his bow lifted from the strings, 
yet without avy of the thinness of tone usually inseparable from this prac. 
tico. He has an amazing power to sugges depth without any heaviness— 
the Beethoven minuet was a miracle in this respect—and indeed, in spite of 
his fullness of tone and his virility, we never seemed to be doing anything 
sO coarse as listening to sounds with our physical ears; the music seemed 
to be suggested to us by Mr. Balokovic’s mind. Mr. Baerwald’s perfect 
muscular contro], and sympathy with his partner prevented the piano 
parts falling to the secondary level which so often spoils sonatas.
